Blackbirds 
Trouble to 
Rice Growers 


Washington, March 11 &— The 


Fish and Wildlife Service is still 
trying to find out how to rid the 
rice-growing area of central Ar- 
kansas of those pesky blackbirds. 


At the request of Rep. NorroJl 


(D-Ark) the agency went to work 
on the problem several years ago. 


Rice growers of the area had 


complained to Norrcll 
that 
the 


birds would descend on the rice 
fields and cause damage running 
into many thousands of dollars. 


Officials of the agency 
report 


they are making progress but say 
they want to wind up thoir experi- 
ments before making any detailed 
report. This, will take about an 
other year. 
. 


They say they have tried numer 


ous= ways of killing or driving away 
the birds in the past few years 
and that many thousads of the 
airds have been killed in the tests 


'We've shot them, we've bombec 


til cm, we've tried poisons and WP 
have tried various rcpcllants," on 
official explained. 


"Of the various experiments w 


have tried, I'm inclined to thin 
the best bet is some type of repel 
hint."
